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THE 

Standing  BY-LAWS 

OF  THE 

CORPORATION 

OF  THE 

Governors  of  the  Foundling 
Hofpital  and  TFork-houfe. 

WHEREAS  it  is  abfolutely  neceflary  for 
maintaining  the  good  Police  of  the  Hof¬ 
pital,  that  there  be  a  proper  Subordination  of  Offi¬ 
cers  and  Servants,  and  that  one  Perfon  fhould  be 
appointed  as  Superintendant,  with  Authority  to 
infped  and  report  the  Con  dud  of  all  the  other 
Officers  (except  the  Chaplain)  and  Servants:  — 
And  the  Treafurer,  from  the  great  Trufl  repofed 
in  him,  the  ample  Security  given  by  him,  and 
the  large  Salery  allowed  him,  being  the  proper 
Officer  for  that  Purpofe, 

Resolved,  I.  That  the  Treafurer  be  the 
fuperintending  Officer  for  the  Purpofes  afore  faid. 

II.  That  the  Chaplain,  Treafurer,  R.egifter,  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  the  Fadories,  Matron,  Houfe- 
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keeper  and  Apothecary,  be  confidered  as  refident 
Officers,  have  Apartments  in  the  Houfe,  and  take 
Rank  in  the  Order  here  named. 

III.  That  the  Phyfician,  Surgeon,  Supervifor  of 
the  Tax  on  Houfes,  and  the  Colle&ors  be  confi¬ 
dered  as  Extern  Officers  ;  and  that  no  Officer  em¬ 
ployed  in  this  Hofpital  be  permitted  to  a£t  by 
Proxy,  unlefs  by  an  Order  of*  a  general  Board 
or  Court  of  Affiftants,  on  his  Sicknefs  or  other 
unavoidable  Neceffity. 

IV.  That  all  other  Perfons  employed  in  the 
Houfe  (the  allowed  Deputy  of  any  Officer  and  the 
head  Nurfe-keeper  excepted)  be  confidered  as 
Servants. 

V.  That  no  Perfon  be  permitted  to  lodge 
within  the  Walls  of  the  Houfe,  except  the  Officers 
and  their  Families,  the  deputy  Matron,  Treafurers, 
Clerk  and  head  Nurfe-tender,  the  Servants  em¬ 
ployed  in  the  Houfe,  and  the  feveral  Factory 
Mailers  and  Miltrefles,  except  fuch  as  may  be  li- 
cenfed  thereto,  by  exprefs  Order  of  a  general 
Quarterly  Afiembly,  upon  Petition  of  fuch  Perfons, 
(hewing  juft  Reafons  why  fuch  Licence  fhould  be 
granted. 

VI.  That  no  dead  Body  be  taken  out  of  the 
Hofpital,  unlefs  by  Order  of  the  Treafurer,  on  ap¬ 
plication  of  the  Parents  or  Friends  of  the  deceafed, 
for  its  Interment. 
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VII.  That  each  refident  Officer  be  allowed  to 
employ  two  of  the  Children  as  Servants,  the  De¬ 
puty  Matron,  Treafurers  Clerk,  the  head  Nurfe- 
keeper  of  the  Infirmary  and  the  Butler,  one  each, 
and  no  more;  with  a  Power  of  retaining  fuch 
Child  or  Children  in  their  Service  for  the  fpace  of 
two  Years,  if  they  fhall  chufe  it  ;  the  Girls  to 
be  diftinguifhed  by  white  Aprons,  to  be  worn  on 
Sundays ,  and  on  all  Days  of  publick  Appearance  ; 
the  Boys,  by  Brafs  Buttons  on  their  Clothes  :  every 
Child  fo  employed  to  be  appointed  by  the  Trea- 
furer,  and  his  or  her  Name  to  be  entered  with  the 
Regiften  All  Perfons  fo  employing  fuch  Children 
being  accountable  for  their  Conduft.  And  that 
none  of  the  Perfons  above  defcribea,  be  permitted 
to  take  any  Child  into  his  or  her  Service,  who  has 
been  difcharged  from  the  Service  of  any  other  for 
Idlenefs,  or  other  Mifdemeanor,  without  the  Con- 
fentof  fuch  other,  firlt  had  in  Writing  ;  the  Trea- 
furer  taking  care  to  report  to  the  Court  of  Affift- 
ants,  if  any  fuch  Child  fhall  be  treated  unreafon- 
ably  or  feverely. 

VIII.  i.  That  the  Children  of  eight  Years 
old  and  upward,  do  rife  every  Morning  at  Six 
of  the  Clock  in  the  Summer  ;  that  is  from  the 
twentieth  of  March  to  the  firlt  Day  of  October , 
and  at  Sun-rife  in  the  Winter. 

2.  For  the  better  preferving  Regularity  and 
good  Order,  when  the  Children  are  at  Breakfaft, 
Dinner  and  Supper,  and  to  prevent  their  Nurfes 
from  defrauding  them  of  any  Part  of  their  Pro- 
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vinous,  that  the  feveral  Officers  do  attend  in  the 
Hall,  in  Rotation  at  all  fuch  Times,  fo  that  one 
or  more  of  them  be  conflantly  there,  and  that 
the  fuperior  Officer  prefen t  have  full  Authority  (for 
the  Time)  of  punifhing  all  fuch  as  fhall  be  guilty 
of  any  Irregularity,  in  the  fame  Manner  as  the 
Treafurer  could  do,  were  he  prefent,  reporting  the 
fame  in  Writing  to  the  faid  Treafurer. 

3.  That  the  Hour  for  the  Childrens  Breakfaft, 
be  immediately  after  Morning  Prayers ;  of  Dinner 
at  Twelve  o’Clock,  and  Supper  at  Six  in  the 
Summer;  and  in  Winter,  Breakfafi:  immediately 
after  Prayers  ;  Dinner  at  One  o’Clock,  and  Sup¬ 
per  at  Night-fall  ;  the  Children  to  have  a  full 
half  Hour,  from  the  Time  of  laying  down  their 
Food,  to  eat  their  Dinner  in,  a  half  Hour  Glafs 
being  fet  in  fome  confpicuous  Part  of  the  Hall 
for  that  Purpofe. 

IX.  That  as  many  of  the  Children  as  are  ca¬ 
pable  of  it,  be  employed  in  inftrudljng  the  others 
in  Reading,  Writing  and  Accompts. 

X.  That  the  grown-up  Children,  and  fuch  of 
the  grown-up  People  as  are  able,  be  employed  in 
the  Duties  of  the  fioufe, 

XI.  That  no  Officer,  except  the  Treafurer, 

do  prefume  to  fend  any  grown-up  Perfon,  about 
any  Bufinefs  or  Meilage  out  of  the  Houfe,  at  the 
Time  of  Dinner,  or  before  the  Hour  of  Twelve 
at  Noon,  or  after  the  Hour  of  Six  o’Clock  in 
the  Evening.  •  • 
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XIL  That  no  Servant  or  Nurfe  be  permitted 
to  go  out  of  the  Hofpital  without  a  Ticket  from 
the  Officer  in  whofe  Department  fuch  Perfon  fhall 
be  employed,  (which  Ticket  fhall  fpecify  the 
Day  and  Hour  of  granting  the  fame,  and  the 
Time  for  which  it  is  to  be  in  force)  that  is  to 
fay,  that  all  Nurfes  and  Servants  in  the  infant  De¬ 
partment,  do,  previous  to  their  going  out,  pro¬ 
duce  fuch  Ticket  from  the  Matron  ;  the  Mantua- 
maker.  Hall  Nurfes,  female  Servants,  and  female 
aged  Poor,  from  the  Houfe-keeper ;  all  Perfons 
employed  in  inftruding  the  Children  in  the  Ma¬ 
nufactures  carried  on  in  the  Hofpital,  from  the 
Superin tendant  of  the  Factories  ;  (who  may  ap- 
point  fix  of  the  bell  grown  Boys  to  be  fent  of 
Meflages,  relative  to  faid  Manufactures,  by  Tic¬ 
kets  figned  by  himfelf,  and  no  Child  to  be  fent 
from  the  working  Schools  by  any  Perfon  without 
his  Fermiffion,)  all  Nurfes  and  female  Servants  in 
the  new  and  furgical  Infirmaries,  from  the  head 
Nurfe-keeper  (provided  fixe  permit  no  one  of  faid 
Nurfes  to  go  out  of  the  Hofpital  more  than  once 
in  each  Day,  and  that  only  for  the  fpace  of  two 
Hours  each  Time,  nor  more  than  one  to  be  abfent 
at  one  Time  :)  and  all  School  Matters  and  Mifi 
treffes,  the  Taylor,  male  Servants  and  male  aged 
Poor,  and  the  Children,  from  the  Treafurer  j  he 
taking  Care,  if  any  Abufe  fhall  appear  in  the  grant¬ 
ing  faid  Tickets,  to  admonifh  the  Officer  fo  offend¬ 
ing  ;  and  if  the  Abufe  fhall  Itill  continue,  to  in¬ 
form  the  Governors  thereof 
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XIII.  That  a  Rook  be  provided  by  the  Trea- 
furer,  in  which  every  Governor,  or  vifiting  Lady, 
may  write  his  or  her  Obfervations  of  the  State 
and  Condudl  of  the  Family  ;  which  Book  is  to  be 
kept  by  the  Matron,  and  produced  to  every  Vi- 
fitor  who  fhall  vifit  the  Houfe  and.  demand  the 
fame. 

XIV.  That  the  refpedlive  Offices  be  open  for 
tranfadting  the  Bufmefs  of  the  Hofpital,  from  the 
Hour  of  Eight  in  the  Morning  to  that  of  Two 
in  the  Afternoon. 

XV.  That  no  Apothecary  be  hereafter  eledted 
unlefs  he  fhall  have  ferved  an  Apprenticefhip  to  a 
regular  Proteftant  Apothecary,  and  can  produce  a 
Certificate  from  his  faid  Mailer,  of  his  Service, 
Abilities  and  good  Behaviour  during  his  faid  Ap¬ 
prenticefhip  ;  and  in  cafe  faid  Mailer  fhall  be  dead, 
or  at  fuch.  Dillance  as  that  fuch  Certificate  cannot 
be  had,  he  fhall  procure  a  Certificate  of  his  fuf- 
ficiency  from  the  Mailer  and  Wardens  of  the 
Corporation  of  Apothecaries,  or  two  eminent 
Apothecaries  of  this  City,  and  from  the  Phylician^ 
that  he  is  qualified  for  that  Office. 

XVI.  That  the  Bedfteads  in  all  the  Dormitories 
and  Infirmaries  be  changed  in  Rotation,  once  in 
every  Month,  according  as  there  fhall  be  fpare 
ones  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and  that  thofe  not  in  Ufe 
be  opened  in  the*  Air,  and  well  beaten,  fo  as  to 
(hake  out  any  Vermin  that  may  be  therein. 
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XVII.  That  no  Perfon  be  employed  as  an  Of¬ 
ficer,  or  Servant,  (except  for  nurfing  and  nurfe- 
tending,  in  the  infant  Department)  who  is  not  a 
Proteflant, 

XVIII.  That  in  the  Month  of  Oflober  in  every 
Year,  the  Treafurer  and  Houfe-keeper  do  review, 
the  whole  Furniture  of  the  Hofpital,  and  that  the 
Treafurer  do  return  a  Schedule  of  the  fame,  coun- 
terfigned  by  the  Houfe-keeper,  to  the  general 
Quarterly-Affembly  in  November ,  diftinguifhing 
the  Parts  of  the  Hofpital,  and  the  Apartments  of 
the  Officers,  to  which  fuch  Furniture  fhall  belong, 
and  marking  the  State  and  Condition  in  which  the 
fame  fhall  be  found,  and  whether  any  may  be 
wanting  that  was  in  the  laft  Year’s  Schedule. 

XIX/ That  the  Proceedings  of  the  Governors, 
at  all  Courts  or  Committees,  be  truly  entered  by 
the  Regifter,  in  a  rough  Book  kept  for  that  Pur- 
pofe,  and  figned  by  the  Chairman,  other  wife  fuch 
Proceedings  not  to  be  allowed  as  the  Adt  of  that 
Meeting. 

XX.  That  proper  Rooms  be  always  provided 
for  the  Phylician  to  inoculate  fuch  Children  in, 
as  he  fhall  think  do  require  the  fame. 

XXI.  That  when  the  Number  of  Sick  fhall 
increafe  in  the  Infirmaries,  fo,as  to  make  an  Af- 
fiftant  neceflary,  one  of  the  belt  grown-up  Girls  of 
the  Houfe  fhall  be  appointed  as  an  AfMant  to 
the  Nurfe  in  any  Ward  where  wanted,  upon  the 
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Certificate  of  the  Phyfician,  and  to  continue  therein 
fo  long  as  he  fhall  diredf,  and  no  longer. 

XXII.  That  one  Phyfician  only  be  appointed 
hereafter  to  attend  this  Hofpital. 

XXIII.  That  the  Phyfician  and  Surgeon,  or  (in 
cafe  of  Sicknefs  or  other  necefiary  Abfence)  the 
Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  who  fhall  attend  for  either 
of  them  refpedtively,  do  fign  their  Names  in  a 
Book,  to  be  kept  by  the  Regifter  for  tharPur- 
pofe  ;  faid  Book  to  be  returned  to  the  Governors 
at  each  general  Quarter-Afiembly. 

XXIV.  That  in  all  Eledtions  for  any  Governor 
or  Officer  of  this  Corporation,  a  large  Ballot ing- 
Glafs  be  fet  upon  the  Table,  before  the  Chair,  at 
the  Hour  of  One,  and  do  remain  there  until  the 
Hour  of  Two,  and  that  each  Governor  having 
written  the  Name  of  the  Candidate  whom  he 
would  chufe  to  eledf  (or  if  there  be  more  than 
one  Vacancy  for  Governor,  or  for  any  Office)  the 
Names  of  fuch  of  the  Candidates  as  he  fhould 
chufe  to  be  eledted,  on  a  piece  of  Paper,  he  do 
deliver  the  fame,  rolled  up,  to  the  Chairman,  to 
be  put  by  him  into  the  Balloting-Glafs  ;  the  Re¬ 
gifter  and  no  other  Perfon  fitting  at  the  Table 
with  the  Chairman,  during  the  whole  Time  of 
balloting,  and  writing  down  the  Name  of  each 
Governor  as  he  fhall  have  balloted ;  and  that  at 
the  Hour  of  Two,  (after  which  Hour  no  Perfon 
fhall  be  permitted  to  ballot)  a  Committee  of  Five 
Perfons  be  appointed,  to  which  Number  the  Pro- 
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pofer  of  each  Candidate  may  be  added,  if  he 
Khali  think  proper,  to  examine  the  Papers  in  faid 
Glafs,  and  report  to  the  Board  what  Perfon  or 
Perfons  fhall  have  the  great  eft  Number  of  Votes  • 
fuch  Perfon  or  Perfons  to  be  then  declared  duly 
ele&ed.  No  Perfon  to  be  balloted  for  on  that 
Day,  who  fhall  not  have  been  propofed  immedi¬ 
ately  at,  or  before  the  Hour  of  One. 

XXV.  That  no  Ele&ion  to  any  permanent 
Office  or  Employment  under  this  Corporation,  and 
above  the  Rank  of  a  Servant,  be  deemed  Valid, 
unlels  fuch  intended  Election  fhall  have  been  pre- 
vioufly  advertifed  three  fucceffive  Times  (at  the 
leaft)  in  fome  noted  publick  News-Paper  of  this 
City,  and  Notice  thereof  given  in  the  Summonfes 
for  the  General  Board  at  which  fuch  Election  is 
to  be  held. 

XXVI.  That  no  Motion  that  may  affefl  the 
Salaries  or  Profits  of  any  Officer  of  this  Houfe, 
fhall  be  debated  on  the  firft  Propofal,  but  fhall  be 
referred  to  the  next  General  Board  enfuing,  and 
fuch  Refolution  fhall  be  only  propofed  at  a  General 
Board. 

XXVII.  That  no  Candidate  for  the  Place  of 
Governor,  or  Officer,  be  ever  permitted  to  canvafs 
for  Votes  in  the  Room  where  any  Board  fhall  be 
fitting,  or  be  admitted  into  the  Room  where  the 
Ballot  fhall  be  held,  until  the  faid  Ballot  and  Scru¬ 
tiny  (hall  be  entirely  finifhed. 
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XXVIII.  i .  That  no  Sum  of  Money  be  grant¬ 
ed  to  any  Officer  or  Deputy  of  an  Officer  of  this 
Corporation,  either  as  a  Bounty  or  increafe  of  Sa¬ 
lary,  except  by  a  general  Quarterly -Affembly,  upon 
the  Report  of  a  Committee  of  not  lefs  than  five 
Governors  appointed  by  a  general  Board,  fourteen 
Days  (at  the  lead)  before  the  Quarterly-Affembly, 
at  which  fuch  Report  fhall  be  made,  and  that  No¬ 
tice  be  always  given  in  the  Summonfes  for  faid 
Quarterly-Affembly,  that  fuch  Report  is  then  to 
be  made. 

2.  That  no  Motion,  Petition  or  Memorial  for 
fuch  Bounty  or  increafe  of  Salary  which  has  been 
rejected  by  a  general  Affiembly,  be  again  offered 
within  one  Year  from  the  Day  of  firfl  making  or 
prefenting  faid  Motion,  Petition  or  Memorial  * 
and  that  fuch  Motion,  Petition  or  Memorial  be 
made  or  prefented  in  Writing  to  a  general  Board, 
fourteen  Days  (at  the  leaf!)  before  it  fhall  be  taken 
Into  Confideration,  Notice  being  given  in  the  Sum¬ 
monfes  for  the  Board,  at  which  fuch  Propofal  is 
to  be  confidered,  that  faid  Propofal  was  formerly 
reje&ed. 

XXIX.  That  if  any  Cloathing,  Provifions  or 
other  Article,  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Houfe,  which 
fhall  not  appear  to  be  good  in  its  Kind,  be  offer¬ 
ed  to  any  Officer,  or  Servant,  whofe  Duty  it  is  to 
diftribute  the  fame,  fuch  Perfon  fhall  immediately 
call  upon  the  Treafurer,  to'  name  three  of  the 
other  refident  Officers  of  the  Houfe,  to  examine 
faid  Article  ;  and  if  they  fhall  judge  it  not  to  be 
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good  in  its  Kind,  it  fhall  be  returned  to  the  Per- 
fon  who  Tent  it  in,  and  another  proper  Article  be 
provided  in  its  ftead. 

XXX.  That  it  is  the  Duty  of  the  Chairman* 
in  all  Courts  and  Committees  of  this  Corporation* 
to  preferve  Order  and  Decency  therein,  and  to 
Hop  all  Proceedings  until  he  fhall  be  obeyed  in 
all  Matters  relative  thereto  ;  and  that  it  is  the 
Duty  of  every  Governor  to  fupport  the  Chairman 
at  all  Times  in  the  juft  Execution  of  fuch  his  Of¬ 
fice. 

XXXI.  That  all  Reports,  required  by  the  By- 
Laws  to  be  laid  before  the  Governors,  by  anv 
Officer,  except  the  Treafurer,  with  all  Petitions 
and  Complaints,  be  lodged  with  the  Regifter  in 
his  Office;  and  that  fuch  in  particular  as  are  to 
be  laid  before  any  general  Quarterly- Aflembly,  be 
lodged  with  faid  Regifter  twenty-four  Hours  at 
the  leaft,  before  fuch  quarterly  Day,  who  fhall  lay 
a  correCt  Lift  thereof,  figned  by  the  Treafurer* 
before  faid  Court,  faid  Treafurer  noting  thereon 
the  Names  of  all  fuch  Officers  as  fhall  have  neglect¬ 
ed  to  give  in  their  Reports  or  Accounts  in  due 
Time  ;  faid  Lift  to  be  read,  and  its  Contents  con- 
fidered,  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Mi¬ 
nutes  of  the  laft  Court. 

XXXII.  That  the  Sum  of  Ten  Pounds  be 
given  as  a  Reward  to  the  Collector  of  the  Tax 
upon  Houfes,  who  fhall  firft,  (before  the  firft  Day 
of  May  in  every  Year)  have  made  up  his  Accounts, 
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with  the  fmalleft  outfbmding  Arrear  in  proportion 
to  the  whole  Sum  given  to  him  in  charge  for  the 
preceding  Year;  and  the  Sum  of  five  Pounds  to 
the  Colledor,  who  lhall  appear  to  be  next  in  Merit 
under  the  fame  Confederations*  provided  it  fhall 
appear  to  the  Governors  by  the  Report  of  the  Su- 
pervifor  upon  Oath,  that  faid  Colledors  had  (to 
the  beft  of  his  Knowledge  and  Opinion)  done  the 
xitmofl  that  could  reafonably  be  expeded  of  them, 
to  colled  the  Taxes  and  Arrears  given  to  them  in 
Charge,  particularly  that  Arrear  which  muff  be 
loft  by  not  having  been  colleded  within  that  Year, 
and  that  fuch  Part  of  faid  Arrear  as  fhall  from 
the  faid  Report  appear  to  be  loft  by  the  evident 
Negled  of  any  of  the  Colledors,  be  deduded  out 
of  the  Poundage  of  fuch  Colledor  for  the'paft 
Year,  or  (if  he  fhall  not  have  enough  jn  ’his  Hands 
for  faid  Purpofe)  from  that  of  the  coming  Year.

XXXIII.  That  a  Salary  not  exceeding  Five 
Pounds  per  Annum  be  allowed  .to  the  High-Coii- 
Itable  of  the  City  of  Dublin ,  provided  he.  lhall  at¬ 
tend  the  Court  of  Afliflants,  and  fee  the  Sentences 
of  corporal  Punifhment  pronounced  by*  faid  Court 
duly  executed.

XXXIV.  That  when  corporal  Punifhment  is 
ordered  to  be  inflided  on  any  Driver  or  Carrier 
of  any  Hackney-Carriages,*  Car,  Cart,  Dray  or 
Sedan,  the  Sentence  be  put  in  execution  immedi¬ 
ately  ;  and  that  in  all  other  Cafes  no  Petition  for 
a  rehearing  of  any  Complaint  in  the  Court  of 
Affiliants  be  received,  except  upon  a  Motion 

made 
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made  in  faid  Court  within  fourteen  Days  after 
the  Adjudication  complained  of,  and  unlefs  faid 
Petition  be  figned  by  the  Chairman  and  two 
thirds  of  the  Members  that  were  prefen  t  at  the 
original  Hearing,  certifying  that  they  think  there 
is  fufficient  Reafon  for  fuch  Rehearing.  The  Ap¬ 
pellant  undertaking  to  pay  whatever  Coils  the 
faid  Court  lhall  adjudge  againft  him,  and  to  give 
the  Complainant  Notice  in  Writing  of  fuch  Re¬ 
hearing,  which  is  not  to  be  brought  on  until  one 
Week  after  fuch  Petition  fhall  be  received,  and 
fuch  Notice  given.  “

XXXV.  i.  That  all  Accounts' of  this  Hofpital 

be  clofed  on  the  four  following  Days  in  each  Year, 

viz.  the  29  th  of  September ,  25  th  of  December , 

25th  of  Marchy  and  the  24th  of  June ;  and  that 

an  Abftradt  of  all  faifi  Accounts  be  returned  to  the

Governors  at  the  quarterly  General  Afleipbly, 
which  fhall  immediately  follow  faid  quarterly  ac¬ 
counting  Days,  and  at  the  End  of  each  Year,  and 
fhall  be  lent  to  every  Governor,  who  fhall  require 
it  one  Week  at  leaR  before  each  quarterly  General

2.  That  no  Officer- of  this  Houfe  he  obliged 
to  furnifh  any  fingle  Governor,  with  any  Account 
•  whatever  relative  to,  this  Charity,  except  the 
Copper-Plate  quarterly  Account,  unlefs  fuch  Ac¬ 
count  be  ordered  by  a  General  Board  ;  as  furnifh* 
ing  fuch  Accounts  would  take  up  too,  much  of  the 
Officers  Time  in  prejudice  to  this -Charity. 

•  XXXVI.  That 
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XXXVI.  That  the  Governors  do,  at  the  firft 
Quarterly  Affembly,  in  every  Year,  proceed  to  the 
Election  of  a  proper  Perfon  to  execute  the  Office 
of  Colle&or  of  the  Rents  upon  Carriages,  and  of 
the  cafual  Revenue,  fuch  Perfon  to  continue  in 
faid  Office  for  one  Year,  unlefs  he  fhall  be  re¬ 
moved  within  that  Time  by  a  General  Ailembly.

1.  That  the  Wages  of  the  Country  Nurfes  be 
at  the  Rate  of  three  Pounds  per  Year,  while  they 
fhall  give  fuck  to  the  Children  delivered  to  their 
Care  from  this  Hofpital,  according  to  the  follow- 
ing  Regulations. 

2.  That  all  Children  under  one  Month  Old,  be 
deemed  one  Day  Old,  and  the  Nurfe  be  allowed 
faid  Wages  for  one  Year.  All  from  one  to  three 
Months  Old,  to  be  deemed  three  Months  Old ; 
the  Nurfe  to  be  allowed  three  Quarters  Wages. 
Ail  from  three  Months  to  fix,  to  be  deemed  fix 
Months  Old  ;  the  Nurfe  to  be  allowed  two  Quar¬ 
ters  Wages.  All  from  fix  Months  to  nine,  to  be 
deemed  nine  Months  Old ;  the  Nurfe  to  be  allowed 
one  Quarter’s  Wages  ;  And  that  the  Wages  for 
all  Children  given  to  be  nurfed  after  nine  Months 
Old,  be  at  the  rate  of  two  Pounds  per  Year, 
while  they  fhall  remain  at  Nurfe. 

3.  That  no  Child  be  delivered  to  any  Nurfe, 
until  fuch  Perfon  fhall  (if  required)  have  made  an 

Affidavit 
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Affidavit  before  a  Magiftrate,  that  fhe  is  not  the 
Mother  of  faid  Child,  nor  does  fhe  know,  nor  has 
fhe  heard  who  are  the  Parents  of  faid  Child. 

4.  That  fo  often  as  any  Nurfe  fhall  demand 
Wages  for  nurfing  any  Child,  fhe  fhall,  before  fhe 
be  allowed  to  receive  Payment,  make  Affidavit  (if 
required  by  the  Matron,  Treafurer,  or  any  Go¬ 
vernor)  that  the  faid  Child  was  delivered  to 
herfelf  at  the  Hofpital,  and  has  been  reared  and 
nurfed  by  her  ever  fince,  and  that  fhe  is  not  the 
Mother  of  faid  Child  :  unlefs  it  fhall  have  been 
found  neceffary,  thro’  Fatality,  to  change  any 
Nurfe  in  the  Country  ;  in  which  cafe,  the  new 
Nurfe  fhall,  before  fhe  receives  any  Wages  for 
nurfing  fuch  Child  (inflead  of  the  Affidavit  herein 
before  prefcribed)  make  Affidavit  that  fhe  is  not 
the  Parent  of  fuch  Child,  nor  does  Hie  know  who 
are  its  Parents.  And  if  any  Nurfe  fhall  change 
her  Relidence  in  the  Country,  fhe  fhall,  before  fhe 
receives  her  Wages,  produce  a  Certificate  from 
the  Clergyman  of  the  Parifh  where  fhe  fhall  then 
refide,  of  fuch  Change  of  Refidence. 

5.  That  if  any  Nurfe  refufe  to  make  fuch  Affi¬ 
davit,  her  Child  be  It  ruck  off  the  Books,  that  fho 
do  forfeit  all  Wages  that  may  be  due  to  her  for 
faid  Child,  and  that  all  fuch  Affidavits  be  entered 
by  the  Regifter,  and  kept  among  the  Records  of 
this  Corporation. 

6.  That  the  Treafurer,  being  fully  affifted  therein 
by  the  Regifter,  do  prefent  to  the  quarterly  Ge- 

B  neral 
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neral  Ailembly  in  May,  in  each  Yearf  a  Difiri bu¬ 
ll  on  of  the  Country  Nurfes  into  Gaffes  for  Pay¬ 
ment,  according  to  the  Situation  of  the  refpedtive 
Parifhes  in  which  they  fhall  refide,  fo  as  to  ren¬ 
der  the  Days  of  Payment  moil  convenient  to  faid 
Nurfes,  and  to  prevent  Confufion  therein  ;  and  that 
fo  toon  as  fuch  General  AfTembly  fhall  have  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Day  or  Days  for  the  Payment  of  each 
Clafs,  the  Regifter  do  give  Notice  to  the  Clergy¬ 
man  of  each  Parifh,  of  the  Day  appointed  for  the 
Payment  of  the  Nurfes  of  his  Parifh  ;  and  if  there 
be  no  Church  in  which  divine  Service  is  celebrat¬ 
ed  in  fuch  Parifh  r  then  to  the  Clergyman  who  is 
employed  in  the  difcharge  of  the  occafional  Duties 
of  faid  Parifh,  or  in  his  Abfence,  to  the  next  reft- 
dent  Clergyman,  Juft  ice  of  the  Peace,  or  other 
convenient  Perfon,  requefting,  in  the  Name  of  the 
Governors,  that  he  will  caufe  faid  Notice  to  be 
publifhed,  and  communicated  to  all  fuch  Nurfes.  . 

7.  That  no  Money  be  paid  by  the  Treafurer  to 
any  Nurfe  who  fhall  not  produce  her  Child  at 
the  Hofpital,  on  fuch  Days  as  fhall  be  appointed 
by  the  Governors  for  that  Purpofe,  and  bring  him 
a  Certificate  from  the  Regifter  that  the  Name 
and  Number  of  the  Child  agree  with  the  Entry 
in  his  Book  ;  alfo  the  Wages  due  (which  Return 
the  Regifter  fhall  make  at  the  Foot  of  a  Warrant 
to  be  fent  to  him  by  the  Matron,  certifying  the 
Appearance  of  the  Child)  the  Treafurer’s  Clerk,  or 
fuch  other  Officer  as  the  Governors  fhall  from 
Time  to  Time  appoint,  counterfigning  faid  War¬ 
rant, 
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rant,  as  a  Witnefs  that  he  has  feen  laid  Amount  of 
Wages  paid  by  the  Treafurer;  which  Warranty 
fo  counterfigned,  fhall  be  a  fufficient  Voucher  to  the 
Treafurer  to  credit  himfelf  for  faid  Payment ;  and 
that  no  Child  be  taken  in  from  the  Care  of  the 
Country  Nurfes  until  it  fhall  have  attained  to  the 
Age  of  feven  Years  and  nine  Months  at  lead. 

8.  That  no  more  than  five  Shillings  and  five 
Pence  be  advanced  by  the  Treafurer  to  any  Coun¬ 
try  Nurfe,  upon  her  receiving  a  Child,  and  that 
only  upon  the  Warrant  of  the  Matron,  certifying 
that  fhe  does  not  believe  faid  Child  to  be  more 
than  fix  Months  Old,  faid  Warrant  being  endorfed 
by  the  Regifter  as  being  entered  by  him :  and  if 
the  Treafurer  or  Regifter  fhall  have  Realon  to 
think,  either  from  Information  or  otherwife,  that 
any  Child  fo  given  to  Nurfe  is  not  in  a  proper 
State  of  Health  to  be  fent  out  of  the  Hofpital, 
that  they  do  call  upon  the  Apothecary,  who,  if 
he  fees  Reafon,  fhall  flop  the  fending  out  of  fuch 
Child,  until  the  Phyfician  or  Surgeon  can  be  con¬ 
futed  upon  the  Propriety  of  its  being  given  to 
Nurfe. 

9.  That  if  any  Nurfe  fhall  fail  to  come  on  the 
Day  appointed  for  her  Payment  as  aforefaid,  her 
Child  be  ftruck  off  the  Books  (by  the  Regifter) 
on  the  Day  of  the  next  Quarterly-Afiembly  (but 
one)  which  fhall  follow  faid  Day  or  Days  of  Pay¬ 
ment,  and  no  Wages  be  ever  afterwards  allowed 
for  the  nurfing  of  faid  Child,  except  for  the  firff 
Year  it  fhall  have  been  at  Nurfe,  unlefs  fhe  fhall,

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on  or  before  faid  Day,  prove  by  an  Affidavit^ 
fworn  before  fome  neighbouring  Magiftrate,  and 
verified  by  a  Certificate  from  ihe  officiating  Cler¬ 
gyman  of  faid  Parifh,  or  in  his  Abfence  by  the 
next  refidcnt  Clergyman  ;  which  Certificate  fhall 
be  on  the  fame  Paper  with  the  Affidavit,  that 
ihe  did  not  hear  of  the  Day  appointed  for  Pay¬ 
ment  in  fufficient  Time,  or  that  fhe  was  prevent¬ 
ed  from  bringing  up  the  Child  nam.d  — — 
—  on  that  Day  by  Sicknefs  (mentioning  the 
Difbrder)  of  the  Child  or  its  Nurfe  or  other  una¬ 
voidable  Neceflity,  or  that  from  the  fmall  Amount 
of  Wages  due  to  her  on  the  firffi  Day  on  which 
fhe  could  be  paid  (the  fame  not  being  more  than 
the  Sum  of  fifteen  Shillings)  fhe  fhall  chufe  to 
defer  the  faid  Payment  until  the  next  Year,  fhe 
fending  lip  to  the  Regifler,  on  faid  fiifh  Day  of 
Payment,  a  Certificate  from  the  officiating  Clergy¬ 
man  of  the  Parilh  where  fhe  fhall  refide,  or  in  his 
Abfence,  from  the  next  refident  Clergyman,  of 
the  faid  Child’s  being  alive,  and  of  its  State  of 
Health,  in  Words  to  this  Purpofe;  'M  A.  B.  Re&or 

(or  as  it  may  be)  of  the  Paiifh  of  — - do 

certify  that  I  have  feen  the  Child  named - 

— - — ,  in  the  care  of -  of  laid  Parifh,  and 

that  it  is  in  - —  State  of  Health  all  which  Re¬ 
quisites  being  performed,  the  Treafurer  fhall  im¬ 
mediately  pay  fuch  Nurfe  her  Wages,  returning 
the  Affidavit  and  Certificate  to  the  next  Court  of 
Alliftants  or  General-AfTembly,  fubjedt  neverthelefs 
to  all  the  Regulations  and  Reftridtions  made  or 
to  be  made  in  regard  to  the  Payment  of  Nurfes 
Wages. 


10.  That 
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xo.  That  the  Treafurer  do  pay  the  full  Amount 
of  Wages  to  any  Nurfe  whofe  Child  fhail  die, 
upon  her  producing  the  Matron’s  Certificate  (coun~ 
terfigned  by  the  Regifler,  with  the  Amount  of 
Wages  due  to  her)  fetting  forth  that  fhe  had  feen 
k  the  dead  Body  of  fuch  Child,  and  what  its  Num¬ 
ber  was  on  the  Arm,  or  upon  her  producing  (in 
one  Month  after  the  death  of  faid  Child)  the 
Affidavit  of  fome  creditable  Perfon,  no  way  inte- 
jelled  therein,  fworn  before  a  neighbouring  MagiB 
trate,  and  verified  by  a  Certificate  from  the  Cler¬ 
gyman  who  fhail  have  buried  faid  Child,  or  in 
his  Abfence  by  the  next  refident  Clergyman ; 
which  Certificate  fhail  be  on  the  fame  Paper  with 
the  Affidavit,  fetting  forth  that  fuch  Perfon  had 
feen  fuch  Child,  and  that  the  Mark  on  the  Ann 
was  — — and  that  he  was  prefent  at  its  Burial  in 
the  Church- Yard  of  — — ,  in  the  County  of  —  9 

on  the  — » -  Day  of  -  in  the  Year  — — ,  and 

that  it  had  died  of  fuch  infectious  Diforder  as 
made  it  dangerous  to  bring  faid  Child  to  the 
Hofpital,  the  Certificate  of  the  Matron  being  am 
nexed  thereto,  (counterfigned  by  the  Regifler  as 
aforefaid)  figni Tying  that  fhe  had  examined  faid 
Affidavit,  and  that  it  agreed  with  her  Book. 

ii.  That  the  Regifler  do  not  make  out  any 
Order  for  bringing  any  Child  from  the  Country 
where  it  is,  or  fhail  be  at  Nurfe,  until  the  Perfon 
applying  for,  and  obtaining,  an  Order  from  a  Ge¬ 
neral-Board  or  Court  of  Affiftants,  for  that  Pur- 
pofe,  fhail  have  depofited  the  Sum  of  three  Half¬ 
pence  for  each  Mile  the  Nurfe  fhail  be  neceffarily 

B  3  obliged 
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obliged  to  travel,  in  bringing  home  faid  Child  to 
the  Hofpital,  for  the  Ufe  of  faid  Nurfe  ;  together 
with  fach  Sum  (not  lefs  than  ten  Shillings,  the 
Treafurer  debitting  himfelf  for  the  fame)  as  the 
Court  fhall  have  appointed  to  be  paid  for  the 
nurfing  of  the  Child,  which  Child  the  Treafurer 
fhall  not  deliver  to  the  Perfon  fo  demanding  it, 
without  a  Certificate  from  the  Matron,  fetting 
forth  that  the  Name  and  Mark  on  the  Arm  of 
faid  Child  correfpond  with  the  Name  given  in,  on 
its  Pveception  into  the  Hofpital,  and  the  Mark 
thereon  given  to  fuch  Child.  Soldiers,  who  have 
been  ordered  Abroad  on  Foreign  Service,  to  have 
back  their  Children,  on  their  return  Home,  without 
any  other  Coft  than  three  Halfpence  per  Mile,  as 
aforefaid,  for  the  Nurfe’s  travelling  Charges  :  and 
if  any  Child  fhall  he  re-demanded  before  it  fhall 
be  given  to  a  Nurfe,  that  it  be  reftored  in  the 
fame  Clothes  in  which  it  was  given  in,  and  all 
fuch  Children  to  be  immediately  ftruck  off  the 
Books. 


- Apprenticing  of  Children. 

1 .  That  no  Child  be  apprenticed  to  any  Officer 
or  Servant  of  the  Houfe. 

2.  That  no  Child  be  bound  Apprentice  from 
the  Hofpital,  unlefs  the  Perfon  applying  for  fuch 
Child  fhall  lodge  with  the  Regifter,  in  his  Office, 
a  Certificate,  figned  by  the  Church- Wardens  and 
three  refpe&able  Protejlant  Houfsholders  of  the 

Parilli 
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Parifh  where  he  or  fhe  fhall  refide,  and  counterfign- 
ed  by  the  Minifter  of  the  fame,  teffifying  that 
they  know  him  or  her  to  be  a  Protejlant  Inhabi¬ 
tant  thereof,  of  good  Fame,  and  of  Abilities  to 
maintain  fuch  Apprentice  in  a  decent  and  comfort¬ 
able  Manner,  which  they  believe  to  be  his  or  her 
Intention  •  which  Certificate,  being  figned  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Court  where  it  fhall  be  prefen  N 
ed,  fhall  be  kept  by  the  Regifter,  together  with 
the  Indenture  of  Apprenticefhip  of  fuch  Child,  and 
fhall  be  the  only  Warrant  for  the  proper  Officer 
to  bind  out  laid  Child  :  Provided  that  this  Order 
fhall  not  reflrain  or  take  away  the  Power,  which 
the  Governors,  in  a  Court  of  Afiiflants,  or  Gene- 
ral-Affembly,  now  have  of  apprenticing  any  of 
the  Children  of  this  Houle  to  fuch  Protefiants  as 
they  lhail  know  or  believe  to  be  of  good  Chara&en 

3.  That  the  Regifler  do  lay  all  fuch  Certificates 
before  the  firfl  General-Affembly,  or  Court  of  Af~ 
fiflants,  that  fhall  meet  after  the  lodging  of  the 
fame ;  and  that  the  Court  do  confider  faid  Certi¬ 
ficates  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Mi¬ 
nutes  of  the  laft  Court,  and  before  it  fhall  proceed 
upon  any  other  Bufinefs  whatever. 

4.  That  every  Perfon  applying  for  a  Child, 
fhall,  if  he  or  fhe  require  it,  have  a  Certificate 
from  the  Phyfician,  Surgeon  or  Apothecary,  that 
fuch  Child  does  not,  at  the  Time  of  faid  Applies-- 
lion,  labour  under  any  latent  Complaint  which 
may  difable  it  from  being  ferviceable. 

b4  of- 
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OFFICERS  DUTIES . 

Resolved,  that  the  Duty  of  each  Officer 
and  Servant  be  particularly  afcertained,  and  that 
they  do  feverally  obferve  the  following  Rules  : 

CHAPLAIN. 

1.  That  the  Duty  of  the  Chaplain  be  to  attend 
in  Perfon  to  read  Prayers  in  the  Chapel,  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  Hour  of  the  Children’s  rifing,  every 
Day,  except  Sunday ,  and  on  Sunday  to  read  Prayers 
and  preach,  at  the  Hour  of  Eleven  in  the  Fore- 
noofi ;  and  to  read  Prayers  at  Five  o’Clock  in 
the  Evening,  from  the  fir  ft  Sunday  in  April ,  to  the 
firft  of  Odiober ,  in  every  Year;  and  on  proper 
Notice,  to  attend  to  chriften  the  Children,  vifit  the 
Sick,  and  at  Ten  o’Clock  on  each  Day,  to  bury 
the  Dead ;  or,  in  cafe  of  Sicknefs,  or  other  fuffi- 
cient  Caufe  of  Abfence,  to  procure  fome  well- 
qualified  Clergyman  to  perform  the  faid  religious 
Offices,  whole  Name  fhall  be  regularly  entered  in 
a  Book  to  be  kept  by  the  Regifter  for  that  Pur- 
pofe  :  and  in  all  other  Points  relative  to  his  refpec- 
tive  Duties,  as  Chaplain  and  Superin tendant  of 
the  Education  of  the  Children,  to  a 61  in  ftridt 
Conformity  to  the  following  Regulations  : 

2.  That  forty  Children  be  put  under  the  Care 
of  each  Mafter  and  Miftrefs,  which  at  an  Average 
will  be  nearly  the  Number  of  Children  in  the 
Houfe  ;  but  that  if  the  Number  fhould  increafe, 
the  Number  to  each  School,  proportional  to  the 

Number 
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Number  in  the  School,  be  divided  into  four  Gaffes^ 
that  each  Matter  and  Miftrefs  from  the  Hour  of 
Nine  until  One,  fhall  take  each  Clafs  in  Rotation 
for  one  Hour  out  of  the  Fa&ories  into  a  feparate 
Room,  returning  them  at  the  Expiration  of  the 
Hour,  and  then  taking  another  Clafs  till  the  whole 
are  inftru&ed,  and  that  the  Inftru&ions  then  given 
them,  fhall  be  in  Spelling,  Reading  and  Catechitt 

ing. 

3.  That  during  the  four  School  Hours  in  the 
Evening,  the  Writing-Matter  and  Miftreffes  fhall 
take  the  Children  in  fuch  Numbers  as  that  every 
Child  may  be  inttrudted  in  Writing  and  Arith- 
metick  at  leaft  twice  in  each  Week. 

4.  That  it  is  the  Duty  of  the  School-Matters 
and  School-Miftreftes  only  to  teach  the  Children 
the  Church  Catechifm  and  Explanation  of  it,  and 
that  if  any  Child  who  has  been  one  compleat 
Year  in  the  Houfe  has  not  the  Church  Catechifm, 
or  any  Child  who  has  been  two  Years  in  the  Houfe, 
the  Explanation  of  it  ready  by  Heart,  the  Matter 
or  Miftrefs  (except  in  cafes  of  particular  Difability) 
be,  upon  the  Reprefentation  of  the  Chaplain,  pu» 
nifhed  or  difmiffed. 

5.  That  all  School-Matters  and  School-Miftrefles 
be  under  the  Superintendance  of  the  Chaplain,  who 
fhall  vifit  each  School  at  leaft  once  in  every  Week, 
and  enter  in  a  Book,  properly  prepared  and  ruled 
for  that  Purpofe,  his  Obfervations  on  the  Profici¬ 
ency 
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cncy  of  the  Children,  and  of  the  Care  and  Ne¬ 
glect  of  the  refpe&ive  Matters  and  Miftreffes. 

6.  That  he  do  prefent  faid  Book  at  the  end 
of  each  Quarter  to  the  quarterly  General- Affembly, 
and  if  at  any  Time  the  Number  of  Children  in 
the  Houfe  fhall  increafe,  fo  as  to  make  more 
Matter  or  Miftrefies  necetlary ;  or  decreafe,  fo  as 
to  require  fewer,  or  if  the  Matters  and  Miftrefies 
fhall  not  obey  him  in  all  Matters  relative  to  the 
Education  of  the  Children,  he  do  apply  to  the 
Court  of  Afiiftants,  which  is  empowered  by  Law 
to  fuperintend  the  faid  Education, 

7.  That  fuch  of  the  Children  as  have  the 
Church  Catechifm  and  Explanation  of  it  by  Heart, 
be  further  inftru&ed  by  the  Chaplain  in  Perfon, 
fo  as  to  be  enabled  to  comprehend  the  Senfe  and 
Meaning  of  what  he  repeats,  and  of  confequence 
to  give  a  rational  Anfwer  to  any  Queftion  in  the 
Catechifm,  altho*  propofed  in  different  Words, 
the  means  of  which,  by  familiar  Difcourfe  and 
proper  II  iuftrations,  his  Knowledge  and  judgment 
will  readily  fuggeft. 


8,  That  a  Lift  being  made  of  fuch  Children  as 
are  thus  prepared  for  the  perfonal  Inftrudlion  of 
the  Chaplain,  he  do  from  the  firft  Day  of  Aprils 
to  the  firft  of  Qftober  in  every  Year,  employ  an 
Flour  at  leaft  every  Sunday  Morning  immediately 
after  Divine  Service  in  this  Exercife,  as  alfo  at  other 
Times  when  he  occafionailv  vifits  the  Schools. 


o.  That 
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9.  That  the  Chaplain  fhall  every  other  Sunday 9 
give  from  the  Pulpit,  inftead  of  a  Sermon,  a  Lec¬ 
ture  on  feme  Part  of  the  Catechifm,  or  read  a 
proper  Portion  of  Archbifhop  Seeker' s  Lectures  pub- 
lifhed  on  that  Subject 

10.  That  proper  Books  be  purchafed  for  the 
Ufe  of  the  elder  Children  ;  fuch  as  the  Works  of 
the  Bifhop  of  Sodor  and  Mann,  that  by  Lady  Mayne 
for  the  Ufe  of  Children,  publifhed  here,  or  others 
which  may  be  hereafter  chofen. 

1 1 .  That  the  Chaplain  make  it  his  Bufinefs  to 
enquire  into  the  State  of  fuch  adult  Perfons  as  are 
in  the  Houfe,  that  he  require  their  Attendance  at 
the  Sacrament  at  proper  Times,  if  qualified  for  it, 
or  if  not,  that  he  inftrudt  and  prepare  them  for  it, 
reporting  to  the  Governors  the  State  of  the  Fa¬ 
mily  in  this  refpeeft  at  each  quarterly  General  Afi 
fembly. 

12.  That  at  each  Quarterly  Examination  fifty 
Children,  beginning  with  thofe  longeft  in  the  Houfe, 
fhall  be  examined  ;  the  Names  of  whom  fhall  be 
regularly  entered  by  the  Regifter  in  a  Book  to  be 
kept  for  that  Purpofe;  and  that  if  all  the  Children, 
who  have  the  Explanation  of  the  Catechifm,  fhall 
not  by  this  Means  be  examined  at  the  laft  Exa¬ 
mination  in  the  Year,  fifty  of  thofe  unexamined 
fhall  be  chofen  by  Lot  out  of  thofe  that  remain,  and 
fome  extraordinary  Day  be  appointed  for  the  Ex¬ 
amination  of  the  fame. 


13.  That 
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i  That  the  Chaplain  do  not  accept  of  any 
other  Office  in  the  Church,  which  may  be  incom¬ 
patible  with  his  Sunday  Duty  in  the  Hofpital. 

TREASURER, 

1.  That  the  Duty  of  the  Treafurer  be  to  pro¬ 
cure,  upon  the  cheapeft  and  beft  Terms,  all  Arti¬ 
cles  of  Food,  Cloa  thing,  Firing,  and  whatever 
elfe  may  be  wanting  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Hofpital, 
except  fuch  as  are  contracted  for  by  the  Governors 
and  to  fee  that  each  Article  be  good  in  its  Kind. 

2.  To  make  no  Payment  for  any  Article  of 
Food,  Cloathing,  E3c.  unlefs  upon  a  Certificate 
figned  by  the  Perfon  receiving  the  fame ;  and  if 
they  be  Groceries,  Drugs,  £s?r.  for  the  Sick, 
counterfigned  by  the  Apothecary ;  or,  if  they  be 
delivered  to  himfelf,  then  figned  by  himfelf,  tefti- 
fying  the  Time  of  fuch  Receipt  and  good  Quality 
thereof;  which  Certificate  mult  be  entered  by  the 
Regifter,  and  endorfed  by  him  before  it  be  offered 
for  Pay  ment  to  the  Trealurer.

once  in  every  Week,  when  the  Weather  permits, 
and  changed  in  them,  as  often  as  may  be  found 
neceflary,  confident  with  Oeconomy  ;  to  fee  that 
no  Article  of  Cookery  or  Walking  be  done,  in  any 
of  the  Wards,  on  any  Account  whatfoever  •  that 
the  Back-Yard  of  the  Infirmary  be  fwept  every 
Morning,  by  one  of  the  Nurfes,  and  to  pay  due

4.  To  fuffer  no  Perfon  to  take  out  of  the  Gate, 
any  Provifion,  Cloathing,  or  other  Things  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Houfe,  or  Perfons  concerned  in  the 
Houfe,  without  firfl  acquainting  the  Matron  or 
Houfe-keeper  thereof,  bringing  the  Perfon,  as  well 
as  what  was  intended  to  be  taken  out,  to  the 
laid  Matron  or  Houfe-keeper. 

5.  To  fuller  no  fpirituous  Liquors  to  come 
into  the  Houfe,  except  for  the  Ufe  of  an  Officer,

7.  To  keep  the  Key  of  the  burying  Ground, 
and  to  bury  the  Dead,  beginning  at  the  North-

Eafl  Corner,  along  the  Eaft  Wall,  keeping  at  leaffc 
three  Feet  from  the  Foundation  of  the  Wall,  and 
when  one  Row  is  finifhed,  to  begin  another  as  above 
directed,  and  to  take  Care  to  have  the  Graves 
clofed  immediately  after  Interment,  and  each 
Burial-Day  to  ring  the  Bell,  to  give  Notice  of 
the  Interment.

1.  That  the  Duty  of  the  Supervifor  of  the  Tax 
on  Houfes,  be  carefully  to  fupervife  all  Houfes  in 
the  City,  Liberties  and  Environs  of  Dublin  ;  to 
make  a  Return  to  the  Treafurer,  on  or  before  the 
28th  of  July  in  every  Year,  of  the  Amount  of 
Tax  that  became  due  to  the  Governors  of  the 
Foundling  Hofpital ,  on  the  24th  of  June ,  preced¬ 
ing,  and  to  return  to  the  Treafurer  a  weekly 
Account  of  the  Sums  collected  by  the  Collectors 
refpeCtively. 

2.  To  make  out  new  ColleCting-Books  for  the 
Collectors  every  Year,  comparing  them  with  the 
Books  of  the  former  Year  ;  alfo  Books  of  Acquit¬ 
tances,  with  Duplicates  of  the  fame  *  each  Ac¬ 
quittance  and  its  Duplicate  to  have  the  fame 
Number,  and  to  charge  each  Collector  with  the 
full  Amount  of  all  Receipts  cut  out  of  fuch  Books. 

3.  To  take  Care  that  the  Collector  do  not  re¬ 
turn  Houfes  in  Arrear  that  are  folvent,  and  that 
they  do  give  printed  Acquittances  for  all  Money 
by  them  received  •  to  go  annually  thro’  the  feve- 
ral  DiftriCts  and  take  with  him  the  Collector  of 
each  DiftriCl,  in  order  to  examine  the  Arrears  re¬ 
turned 
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turned  by  him  ;  and  if  in  the  collection  of  Arrears,* 
he  find  any  Money  returned  in  Arrear  which  has 
been  returned  by  the  Officer,  and  his  Acquittance 
is  produced  for  the  fame  •  he  is  in  fuch  Cafe  to 
take  up  that  Acquittance,  and  give  the  Party  his 
Receipt  for  the  fame,  and  lay  fuch  Acquittance 
before  the  Court  of  Affiftants  or  General- Alterably. 

4.  To  be  very  punctual  in  getting  all  the  new 
Houfes  that  fhall  be  returned  by  the  Collector  un¬ 
valued,  brought  to  charge,  purfuant  to  the  Powers 
granted  by  Adi  of  Parliament,  to  the  Governors  of 
the  Foundling-Hofpital ,  for  that  Purpofe,  to  receive 
all  the  old  collecting  Books  yearly,  from  the  Col¬ 
lectors,  and  upon  the  clofmg  of  their  Accounts 
in  every  Year,  to  lay  before  the  Governors,  a 
true  and  faithful  Report  upon  Oath,  of  each  Col¬ 
lector’s  Merit  in  his  Collection  for  the  preceding 
Year,  aiftinguifhing  the  Arrear  outftanding,  in 
proportion  to  the  Sum  to  be  collected  by  each, 
and  the  Arrears  of  former  Years  collected  or  left 
outftanding,  with  a  diftinCt  Report  of  that  Arrear 
which  is  loft  by  not  having  beetf  collected  in  that 
Year,  as  alfo  of  that  which  will  be  loft  if  not 
collected  within  the  following  Year,  with  the 
Reafons  affigned  by  the  Collectors,  as  obftruCtmg 
the  Collection  of  the  fame. 

5.  To  take  Care  that  no  Collector  be  appoint¬ 
ed  two  Years  fucceffively  for  the  fame  DiftriCt, 
and  to  divide  the  DiftriCts  in  fuch  Manner  as 
may  make  the  leaf!:  Difference  that  is  poffible,  of 
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Difficulty  or  Profit  in  the  Collection  of  each 
Difl:ri<5t. 

COLLECTORS . 

1 .  That  the  Duty  of  the  Collectors  be,  to  pro¬ 
ceed  on  their  Collections  on  the  25th  of  June ,  in 
every  Year,  as  pointed  out  by  the  Supervifor,  and 
to  finifh  their  Collections,  and  perfeCt  their  Ac¬ 
counts  before  the  firft  Day  of  May  following  ;  nor 
fhall  they,  on  any  Pretence  whatfoever,  depute 
any  Perfon  or  Perfons  to  aCt  for  them  as  Deputy 
or  Deputies,  (nor  cut  any  Acquittance  out  of 
the  Books  given  to  them  by  the  Supervifor,  out 
of  due  Courfe,  nor  give  any  Acquittance  without 
truly  entering  the  Contents  thereof  in  the  annexed 
Duplicate)  and  if  it  fhall  appear  that  they  receiv¬ 
ed  any  Money  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Foundling-Hof- 
fital ,  without  giving  printed  Acquittances  for  the 
fame,  or  fhall  infert  more  than  one  Perfon’s  Name 
in  one  Receipt ,  they  fhall  be  difcharged  from  their 
Employments. 

2.  That  as  they  go  thro*  the  feveral  Parifhes 
and  Liberties  in  the  City  of  Dublin ,  and  the  En¬ 
virons  thereof,  they  do,  by  a  ttriCt  Enquiry,  en¬ 
deavour  to  find  out  fuch  Houfes,  as  may  have  ef- 
caped  their  Obfervation  in  the  laft  Year,  particu¬ 
larly  all  Publick-Houfes,  and  take  a  particular  Ac¬ 
count  of  all  new-built  Houfes,  in  their  refpeCtive 
DiftriCls,  the  fame  to  be  entered  in  Numerical  Or 
der  as  they  ftand. 
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3.  That  they  do  once  at  leafl  in  every  Week, 
attend  the  Treafurer  at  his  Office,  and  bring  with 
them  all  their  Duplicate  Books,  in  order  that  he 
may  compare  the  fame  with  the  Supervifor’s 
weekly  Returns,  and  receive  the  Money  collected 
by  them,  for  which  they  are  to  take  his  Receipt. 

4.  That  they  be  very  careful  in  keeping  an 
exadt  Regiftry  of  the  Inhabitants  Names  and 
their  Places  of  Abode,  and  do  return  their  old 
Books  and  Duplicates  to  the  Supervifor,  fo  foon  as 
their  refpedfive  Collections  fhall  be  clofed. 

Super intendant  of  the  Garden , 

r .  To  purchafe  and  procure,  on  the  beft  and 
eheapefl  Terms,  all  Kinds  of  Trees,  Plants  and 
Seeds,  to  fee  them  carefully  and  properly  planted 
and  fown;  to  keep  a  regular  Entry  of  all  fuch 
Trees  and  Seeds,  in  a  proper  Book  kept  for  that 
Purpofe,  and  to  fee  that  the  Gardener  be  diligent 
and  attentive  to  his  Diredtions? 

2.  To  lay  before  the  Governors  at  the  quar¬ 
terly  General- Aflembly  in  November  annually,  a 
Catalogue  of  all  fuch  Trees,  &c.  as  are  fit  for 
Sale  ;  with  the  Prices  of  each  Kind  affixed  to  the 
fame ;  faid  Catalogue  to  be  publifhed  in  fuch  Man¬ 
ner  as  the  Governors  fhall  think  proper. 

3.  To  return  weekly  to  the  Garden  Committee, 
or  any  one  of  them,  a  full  Account  of  all  Sales 
the  preceding  Week  (if  any)  faid  Return  to  be 
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fighed  by  fuch  Member  or  Members  of  faid  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  to  be  his  only  Voucher,  for  fuch  Sale, 
in  making  up  his  Accounts. 

4.  To  fee  all  Trees,  Shrubs,  &c.  that  are  fold, 
carefully  taken  up,  labelled  and  packed,  and  de¬ 
livered  to  the  Purchafers. 

5.  To  cultivate  ail  fuch  Vegetables  as  may  be 
neceifary  for  the  Food  of  the  Children  in  the  Hof- 
pital,  according  to  the  Dietary  eflablifhed  for  that 
Purpofe  ;  and  to  fee  them  delivered  in  fuch  Quan¬ 
tities,  and  on  fuch  Days,  as  are  ordered  by  faid 
Dietary  ;  as  alfo,  all  Medicinal  Herbs,  neceflary 
for  the  Infirmaries,  according  to  a  Lift  to  be  given 
to  him  by  the  Phyfician  for  that  Purpofe  ;  and 
to  keep  a  regular  Account  of  the  Delivery  of  all 
fuch  Vegetables  and  Medicinal  Herbs,  charging 
them  in  faid  Account,  at  the  Prices  that  fhall,  from 
Time  to  Time,  be  current  in  the  Markets  of 
Dublin . 


GARDENED 

1.  To  obey  the  Superintendant’s  Directions  in 
all  Matters  relative  to  the  Garden,  to  give  him 
his  Opinion  and  Advice  in  all  fuch  Points  of  Gar¬ 
dening  as  the  faid  Superintendant  may  be  deficient 
in,  to  aflifl  in  the  Labour  of  the  Garden,  to  take 
Care  that  the  Labourers  employed  therein,  be  di¬ 
ligent,  and  keep  conftantly  to  their  Work,  and 
to  keep  an  Account  in  the  the  way  of  Dr.  and 
Cr.  of  all  Trees,  Plants,  or  other  Matters,  bought 
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or  fold  on  Account  of  faid  Garden,  and  to  lodge 
the  fame  with  the  Regifter  m  his  Office,  to  be 
by  him  laid  before  the  Governors  at  each  Quar- 
terly-Affembly  ;  and  to  inftrudf  as  many  of  the 
Children  of  the  Hofpital,  as  the  Superin  tendant 
fhail  point  out  to  him,  in  budding,  grafting,  prun¬ 
ing,  and  all  other  Parts,  either  of  Kitchen  or  Nur- 
fery  Gardening. 

Collector  of  the  Rents  upon  Carriages  and  of  the 

Cafual  Revenue. 

\  A 

1.  That  every  Perfon  who  fhail  be  appointed 
to  faid  Office,  do,  before  he  be  allowed  to  adl, 
give  Security  to  this  Corporation,  by  himfelf  and 
two  fufficient  Perfons,  by  Bond  and  Warrant  in 
the  Penal  Sum  of  Five  Hundred  Pounds  condition¬ 
ed  for  his  duly  collecting  all  Rent  and  Arrears  of 
Rent,  referved  on  the  feveral  Licences,  and  all 
Fines  and  Penalties,  for  which  he  fhail  receive  fuf¬ 
ficient  Warrants,  and  for  paying  weekly  to  the 
Treafurer  all  Money  he  fhail  collect,  and  faithfully 
and  duly  fulfilling  and  performing  the  feveral  Du¬ 
ties  of  his  Office. 

2.  That  he  be  allowed  a  yearly  Salary,  at  the 
Rate  of  Six-Pence  for  every  twenty  Shillings  he 
fhail  pay  in,  to  the  Treafurer,  for  the  Ufe  of  this 
Charity,  or  of  any  Perfon,  except  himfelf ;  as 
alfo,  one  Moiety  of  all  Fees  upon  Summonfes, 
and  a  Fee  of  one  Shilling  and  one  Penny,  on  the 
Execution  of  each  Warrant  given  to  him  in 
Charge,  and  the  full  Informer’s  Share  of  ail  Penal- 
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ties  levied  in  confequence  of  his  Information  and 
Diligence. 

3.  That  when  the  Owner,  Driver,  or  Carrier 
of  any  Carriage,  or  Sedan  Chair,  licenfed  by  this 
Corporation,  fhall  be  convicted  before  the  Court 
of  Affiflants,  of  any  Offence  for  which  the  Penal¬ 
ty  appointed  by  Law  fhall  amount  to  twenty 
Shillings,  or  upwards,  the  Sum  of  five  Shillings, 
at  the  leaft,  be  adjudged  for  the  Ufe  of  the  In¬ 
former  •,  and  the  Sum  of  two  Shillings  and  fix 
Pence,  at  the  leaft,  when  the  legal  Penalty  fhall  be 
lefs  than  forty  Shillings. 

4.  That  fuch  Bailiffs  as  he  fhall,  from  Time 
to  Time,  appoint  to  aCt  under  him  (at  his  own 
Coft)  being  approved  of  by  the  Governors,  be 
empowered  by  them  to  aCt  in  faid  Office, 

5.  That  if  he  fhall  receive  any  Fee,  Promife  of 
a  Fee,  or  other  Confideration  whatever,  for 
Forbearance  in  receiving  of  Rent,  Fine,  or  for 
any  other  Caufe  whatfoever,  except  the  allowed 
Fees,  the  fame  being  proved  to  the  Satisfaction  of 
the  Governors,  he  fhall  be  difcharged  from  the 
faid  Office,  be  rendered  incapable  of  ever  again 
ferving  this  Corporation,  and  forfeit  his  Security, 
with  all  fuch  Sums  of  Money  as  fhall  be,  at  the 
Time,  in  the  Treafhrer’s  Hands  on  his  Account  ; 
and  if  any  of  his  Bailiffs  fhall  be  guilty  of  the 
Jike  Offence,  he  fhall  be  in  like  Manner  difmifted, 
and  fined  in  four  Times  the  Sum  fo  proved  to  be 
taken,  or  promifed  to  be  given,  for  which  Sum 
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faid  Collector  fhall  be  anfwerable  to  this  Corpo- 
ration. 

6.  That  if  any  Perfon,  other  than  faid  Col¬ 
lector,  or  any  of  his  Bailiffs,  fhall  give  Informa¬ 
tion  of  any  Carriage  or  Sedan  having  continued 
to*  ply  without  Licence,  or  after  its  Licence  fhall 
have  been  vacated,  for  the  Space  of  one  Month 
(the  Perfon  offending,  or  any  privy  with  him  only 
excepted)  the  Collector  (in  fuch  Cafe)  fhall  be 
fined  in  fuch  Sum,  not  exceeding  five  Pounds, 
as  any  Court  of  AfMants  or  General- Aftembly 
fhall  think  proper,  and  faid  Fine  fhall  be  adjudg¬ 
ed  to  the  Informer,  over  and  above  his  full  Share 
of  the  Fine  to  be  adjudged  againfl  the  Owner  of 
the  Carriage,  fo  informed  againfl. 

7.  That  he  do  on  every  Quarter-Day,  make  up 

his  Accounts  with  the  Treafurer,  for  the  preced¬ 
ing  Quarter  ;  and  that  the  Treafurer  do,  in  faid 
Account,  charge  him  with  the  Amount  of  all 
fuch  Rents  or  Fines,  given  to  him  Jn  Charge,  as 
he  fhall  not  have  collected,  except  fo  much  thereof 
as  a  General-Board  may,  upon  full  Evidence  upon 
Oath,  be  pleafed  to  order  him  to  difcharge  him 
of,  or  to  refpite  till  his  next  Account  ;  which 
Order,  with  the  Subfiance  of  the  Evidence  appear¬ 
ing  in  the  Journal  of  the  Day,  figned  by  the 
Chairman,  fhall  be  the  only  Voucher  to  the  Trea¬ 
furer  for  fo  doing  ;  and  that  he  do  then  pay  him 
whatever  Balance  fhall  appear  due  to  him,  on  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Money  paid  by  him  to  the  Trea¬ 
furer.  .  * 

8,  That 
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8.  That  if  he,  or  any  of  his  Bailiffs,  fhall  ferve 
or  offer  to  ferve,  any  Summonfes  not  figned  by 
the  Regifter,  and  filled  up  by  him,  or  his  Order  ; 
faid  Collector,  or  any  of  his  Bailiffs,  fhall  forfeit, 
for  every  fuch  Offence,  committed  by  him,  or  any 
of  them,  the  Sum  of  five  Shillings  to  be  paid  to 
any  Perfon  informing  thereof 

9  To  fix  an  Office  in  fome  central  Part  of  the 
City,  at  his  own  Expence,  to  which  all  Perfons 
concerned  may  have  free  Recourfe,  from  Ten 
o’Clock  in  the  Morning,  until  Four  o’Clock  in  the 
Afternoon. 

10.  To  attend  the  Regiffer  at  his  Office  in  the 
Hofpital  every  IVednefday  and  Saturday  Morning, 
and  as  often  as  may  be  found  proper  to  receive 
fuch  Summonfes  or  other  Dire&ions  as  may  be 
found  neceflary. 

11.  To  attend  the  Governors  (or  in  cafe  of  his 
neceffary  Abfence,  fome  proper  Perfon  for  him)  at 
every  Meeting  of  General- Affembly  or  Court  of 
Affiftants,  with  (at  lead)  two  of  his  Bailiffs. 

12.  To  keep  a  Book  ruled  in  proper  Columns, 
which  fhall  contain  a  quarterly  Account  of  the 
Carriage-Rents,  correfpondmg  with  the  Rent-Roll 
kept  by  the  Trealurer,  and  as  he  receives  faid 
Rents,  to  poll;  the  fame  in  his  faid  Book. 

13.  To  account  with  the  Treafurer  for  all  Fines 
which  belong,  or  fhall  be  given  to  the  Charity, 

with 
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with  whatever  Cofts  may  be  ordered  to  be  levied 
therewith,  within  fourteen  Days  from  the  Time  of 
their  being  impofed,  provided  he  lhali  have  re¬

due  upon  Carriages,  on  fuch  Day,  amounting  in 
the  Whole  to  the  Sum  of  £ - —  which  Re¬ 

ceipt  the  Regifter  lhali  compare  with  the  printed 
Acquittances  delivered  to  the  Collector,  to  fee  that 
the  Number  of  Acquittances  agree  with  the  Num¬ 
ber  exprefted  in  the  Receipts,  and  correfpond  with 
the  Number  of  each  Denomination  of  Carriages, 
returned  by  the  Regifter  in  his  Charge  to  the 
Treafurer;  and  that  faid  Treafurer  has  given  to 
faid  Collector  a  fufficient  Number  of  Receipts  for 
collecting  the  faid  Quarter’s  Taxes,  and  no  more  ; 
to  which  Receipt  the  Regifter  lhali  fign  his  Name 
as  a  Witnefs. 

15.  To  give  printed  Acquittances  for  all  Money 
he  lhali  colleCt,  each  Acquittance  and  its  Duplicate

tion  of  the  Carriage,  the  Sum,  the  Quarter’s  Rent 
received,  when  it  became  due,  and  alfo  the  Name 
and  Surname  of  the  Owner  of  the  Carriage  ;  and 
not  to  cut  out  any  Acquittance  out  of  due  Courfe, 
on  pain  of  Difmiffion  and  Forfeiture  of  his  Office. 

1 6.  To  attend  the  Treafurer  every  JVednefday 
Morning,  at  his  Office  in  the  Hofpital,  at  or  before 
the  Hour  of  Ten,  and  pay  in  all  Money  he  fhall 
have  collected  in  the  Week  ending  the  Saturday 
preceding,  firfh  Bating  an  Account  of  the  Week’s 
Collection,  in  a  Book,  to  be  kept  by  the  Treafurer 
for  that  Purpofe,  which  weekly  Account  the  Col¬ 
lector  is  to  fign,  the  Treafurer  dating  and  figning 
the  Duplicate  of  the  laft  Receipt  taken  off  in  each

1 8.  To  lay  faid  Book  before  the  Court  of  Aflift- 
ants,  on  every  Court  Day,  under  the  Penalty  of 
Five  Shillings  for  each  Negled,  faid  Fine  to  be 
applied  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Charity. 

19.  To  be  diligent  in  examining  whether  all 
Carriages,  Sedans,  Carts  and  Cars,  which  are  or 
fhall  be  licenfed,  are  marked  according  to  the  Ad 
of  Parliament  and  By-Laws  of  this  Corporation ; 
•and  where  fuch  Carriages,  Sedans,  Carts  or  Cars, 
are  in  PolTeffion  of  other  Perfons,  than  thofe  to 
whom  the  Licence  was  originally  granted,  to  give 
Information  to  the  Court  of  Afliffants,  under  the 
Penalty  of  Five  Shillings  to  the  Ufe  of  the  Cha¬ 
rity  for  each  Negled,  if  any  of  them  have  not 
been  properly  transferred. 

20.  To  pay  immediately  to  each  Complainant, 
who  fhall  give  to  the  Charity  his  or  her  Share  of

ed  he  fhall  have  received  proper  Warrants  from 
the  Regifter,  and  if  he  fhall  refufe  to  pay  fuch 
Share  and  Cofts,  that  then  the  Court  of  Aftiftants, 
upon  Complaint  of  fuch  Negled,  fhall  order  the

2i.  To  call  on  every  Defendant  for  the  Fine 
impofed  on  him,  within  three  Days  from  the  Ad¬ 
judication,  and  if  the  fame  fhall  not  be  paid  in 
faid  Time,  to  give  immediate  Notice  thereof  to 
the  Regifter,  who  is  required  to  prepare  War¬ 
rants  for  levying  the  fame,  to  be  figned  by  the 
Court  of  Aftiftants  on  the  next  Court  Day,  fo  as 
to  enable  the  Colledor  to  levy  it  by  the  next  fuc- 
ceeding  Court  Day,  and  if  the  Colledor  fhall 
fail  to  give  the  Regifter  fuch  Notice,  that  he  for¬ 
feit  Five  Shillings  for  the  Ufe  of  the  Charity.
